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Claim Rej cti ns - 35 USC § 103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1,3, 5,9, 11, 13, 17, 19, and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Feuling in view of Arnott et al. 

Feuling discloses the use of a device for the attenuation of noise in a tube 
intended to transport gas, comprising a branch tube having two ends of which opens 
into the tube by a respective connection(18), and at least one quarter wave tube(column 
5, lines 45-50) having close diameters and an end which is connected to the tube at the 
connection point thus forming three sections of gas entering the tube (see figure 6). 
Fueling also discloses that his tubes can have the same diameters (column 4, lines 15- 
20) 

Feuling does not disclose the use of a tube with a closed end. 

Arnott et al discloses the use of a noise attenuator in a tube intended to 
transport gas, with tubes with a closed ends (column 6, lines 24-25). Arnott also 
discloses tubes that allow several sections of the tubes to be entered by gas (see 
figure 2). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify the tubes as disclosed by Fueling with the closed ends as 
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disclosed by Arnott et al in order to provide an efficient noise attenuation system for 
exhaust systems. 

3. Claims 2, 4, 6-8, 10, 12, 14-16, and 18 are objected to as being dependent upon 
a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including 
all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 
2. Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/5/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The applicant discloses the use of a branch tube (6); this tube is clearly 
disclosed in the Fueling reference. Fueling does lack the characteristics of a closed 
end. Arnott clearly discloses the use of noise attenuating tubes for gas passage with a 
closed end and the use of an open end as well. In response to applicant's argument 
that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that 
obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the 
prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or 
motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge 
generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 
USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. 
Cir. 1992). In this case, both the Fueling and the Arnott et al references disclose the 
use of noise attenuating tubes intended to transport gas with a branch tube having two 
open and closed ends.
